CARBONDALE, III ‘UT— Dick 
Mitchell had an extra day off today 
from his duty as Marine Corps 
recruiting sergeant to rest his blis­ 
tered feet after his lOOmile hike 
raised an estimated $5,000 for the 
March of Dimes 
The Purple Heart veteran of the 
Korean War finished his week long 
trek here Saturday after a final 
20-mile march in the face of a bit 
in# wind. 
His mission was to get 
residents in four Southern Illinois 
counties to donate at least $2,040 
to the March of Dimes. 
The success of his march rather 
•wed the battle veteran 
“I never thought this would be 
this big.'' he said 
Mitchell said in Du Quoin be­ 
fore starting his final lap that he 
hoped a new goal of $5,000 could 
be reached Saturday. 
'When he 
reach* d the main intersection here 
he wa* informed that ooh $100 
was needed for the estimated total 
of $5,000 in donations. 
Set* Up Blockade 
The marching Marine set up a 
••one man roadblock 
at the inter­ 
section and vowed he would not 
move another step until the $100 
was collected When enough money 
came in, he resumed his marching 
behind a color guard from veter 
ans organizations to a radio station 
where he received a plaque citing 
him for his achievement 
Mitchell started from Murphys­ 
boro a week ago over a highway 
route to 14 cities that covered IOO 
miles on maps But he was certain 
Saturday he had hiked “probably 
200 miles 
altogether 
with side 
stops, foot races and stuff like 
that ” 
Mitchell won block long races on 
wagers of $5 for the polio fund in 
Johnston City and West Frankfort 
but lost a race around the Benton 
courthouse square 
“ I bit off too much there.*' he 
said with a wry grin. 
Etched in Memory 
Mitchell said two things he a1 
ways 
will 
remember about 
his 
march against polio were a school­ 
girl crippled bv the disease who 
greeted him at Colp and the kind­ 
ness of the people who donated to 
the fund he was raising. 
’’The little girl was waiting with 
the other children to greet me," 
the battle veteran said “She wore 
braces and 
needed 
crutches to 
walk. 
“I went over to talk to her but 
when I reached her I couldn't say 
a word." 
The wiry 25 year-old Marine said 
lie never could personally thank all 
the people who contributed to his 
special March of Dimes fund but 
he hoped they would read of his 
thanks in newspapers and hear 
them in radio interviews he made 
along his route. 
Wanted to Help 
The recruiter said before his long 
march he was doing it to help 
young polio victims whose parents 
**can’t afford the costly treatment. 
I couldn’t if one of my children 
•ame down with it." 
' Mitchell’s two children— Char­ 
lene, 2 1-2 years, and Michael, 4 
months—were waiting for him with 
his pretty, blonde wife. Lillie, at 
the end of his march. He held the 
children in his arms as he talked 
with newsmen and Charlene, ill 
with a cold, fretted but Michael 
gazed solemnly around the room 
filled with people 
On the last six miles of his 
march the former 
Linton. Iud 
farm boy had an escort of school 
children from De Soto, a village 
north of here. 
“ lf it hadn’t been for those kids 
I don’t know if I could have made 
it all the way," Mitchell said as 
Ji* sipped hot coffee after his 
numbing 
march

WASHINGTON (U.P>_ President 
Eisenhower asked Congress today 
to help expand private health pro­ 
grams through a federal reinsur­ 
ance plan designed to achieve “bet­ 
ter health for a stronger America.” 
The reinsurance proposal embo­ 
died in a broad eight-point pro­ 
gram to provide 
better medical 
care for more Americans, was sub­ 
stantially the same as that turned 
down by Congress last year. 
In a special message to Congress 
on the health needs of the nation. 
Mr Eisenhower said all his propos­ 
als “encourage private effort, with 
private funds." and with the co­ 
operation of the states and medi­ 
cal profession can “form the basis 
for better health for all.’’

Ask Nationalist 
China Be Barred 
From UN Talks 


Action is First 
Communist Move to 
Block U N Efforts 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 'Th— 
Russia was refused a demand to­ 
day that 
Nationalist China 
be 
barred from taking part in United 
Nations consideration of a cease­ 
fire in China fighting 
The Security Council rejected 
the demand by a vote of 10-1. 
It was one of a series of antici­ 
pated Communist moves designed 
either to torpedo United Nations 
efforts toward a cease-fire in the 
explosive Formosa situation or to 
obtain a cease-fire on Communist 
terms. 
It came at the outset of a Se­ 
curity Council meeting called to 
consider a New Zealand proposal 
that Red China be invited to send 
delegates to attend Security Coun­ 
cil discussions looking toward a 
cease-fire. 
Red 
China’s 
radio 
branded the New Zealand proposal 
“ absolutely unacceptable” today, 
and Russia put forward a counter 
proposal 
which would effect a 
cease-fire but only on Red terms. 
Immediately on convening of the 
Security Council. Soviet Delegate 
Arkady A. Sobolev demanded that 
the representative of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s Formosa gov­ 
ernment, Dr. Tingfu F. Tsiang, be 
ousted. 
Makes Formal proposal 
“ The Soviet delegation submits 
a formal proposal to the effect 
that the Security Council should 
take a decision to bar the Kuo- 
mintang representative from con­ 
sideration of the questions on the 
agenda.” Sobolev said. 
France. Great Britain. Turkey 
and the United States immediately 
opposed the Russian motion, based 
on the u>ual Communist claim the 
Nationalist government does not 
represent the Chinese people. 
The Russian proposal called for 
w ithdraw a1 of all United States and 
Nationalist Chinese forces from the 
Formosan area. The Russians al­ 
so submitted a resolution calling 
for an invitation to Red China to 
participate in debate of the Soviet 
proposal. 
Blame U. S. Intervention 
The broadcast from Red China 
charged “the source of the pres­ 
ent tension in the Taiwan (For­ 
mosa) area lies entirely in the 
intervention of the United States." 
The broadcast did not say Red 
China would refuse to send dele­ 
gates to attend the hearings, how­ 
ever 
The Soviet proposal, by acting 
permanent delegate Arkady A. So­ 
bolev, agreed to a cease-fire if 
the United States and the Nation­ 
alists would turn over Formosa 
without firing a shot. It asked for 
immediate evacuation of the U. S. 
7th Fleet and the U. S. Air Force. 
Working On Final Draft 
Sobolev made the demand in a 
letter to Sir Leslie Knox Munro of 
New Zealand, president of the Se­ 
curity Council for January. 
It 
came as New Zealand, the United 
Staten, British and French repre­ 
sentatives were working on the

Studies Legislation to Make Auto 
Safety Belts Standard Equipment 
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SPRIN G FIELD (UP) — Shocked 
by the auto d eath of a fellow leg­ 
islator, a state representative today 
toyed w ith proposing an Illinois 
law to m ake safety belts standard 
equipm ent on autos. 
Rep. Ralph Stephenson said he’s 
convinced that if she had been pro­ 
tected by a safety belt, “Hazel Mc- 
Caskrin would still be w ith us.” 
Mrs. M cCaskrin, a Rock Island 
Republican, was killed in an Iowa 
traffic accident in Decem ber, a 
m onth after her reelection as a 
state representative from the same 
district as Stephenson. 
“She was the only one killed in 
the 
accident 
because 
she 
was 
throw n from the car,” Stephenson 
said. 
“A safety belt would have 
saved h er life.” 
Stephenson, a Moline Republican, 
said he will either subm it a bill 
to require safety belts in all new 
cars sold in Illinois, or he will ask 
the Legislature to adopt a resolu­ 
tion calling on Congress to enact 
such a law. 
Support for safety belts on autos 
got a boost last week, when Gov. 


W illiam G. S tratton had them «n- 
I stalled for all seats in his limou- 
i sine.

The nylon belts in the governor’s 
car — two in the rear scat and 
two in the front — are bolted to 
a body girder. 
The Illinois Junior Cham ber of 
Commerce, which has been prom ot­ 
ing the use of safety belts in cars 
since last July, said it would sup­ 
port legislation providing for the 
use of the belts. 
The state Jaycees have a con­ 


tract with a Lexington, Ky., m anu­ 
factu rer of the belts, and is taking 
orders from m otorists through the 
Jaycee state office here. 
The three-inch wide nylon fiber 
belts are available in four standard 
colors. 
They go across the passen­ 
ger’s lap, but shoulder straps also 
are available. 
Three belts, costing 
a total of about $20, are needed to 
equip the standard coach or sedan. 
Stephenson said the bill ho is 
considering would require that all 
new cars shipped for sale in Illi­ 
nois be equipped for attachm ent 
of the belts. 
The law wouldn't 
take effect until July I, 1956, at 
the earliest to give auto m anufac­ 


turers a chance to prepare for 
equipping cars with b e lt anchors, 
He does not plan to require that 
cars bought previous to the law’s 
effective date be equipped with file 
belt attachm ents. 
Stephenson also sponsored speed 
lim it bills in the 1953 and current 
legislative sessions. 
The bill he is 
supporting now would set a 65- 
mile an hour lim it during daylight 
hours and 55 at night.

But te a speech in Chicago Tues­ 
day night Peterson said: “In the 
not too distant future we will be 
building a bomb equal in force to 
00-million tons of TNT.” 
The AEC said in today’s report 
that production of atomic raw ma­ 
terials and nuclear explosives and 
fuels had reached a new' all-time 
high. 
Uranium ore is piling up 
faster than it can be processed, it 
said. 
The commission emphasized the 
atom’s defensive and peaceful role 
It said, the “low-yield” 
atomic 
test* scheduled to start in Nevada 
in mid-February are “essential to 
development and utilization of nu­ 
clear weapons for defense of this 
nation .and t£e free world.” 
One result of the Nevada tests 
is expected to be an atomic war­ 
head for antiaircraft guided mis­ 
siles to beef up continental defense 
against enemy H-bombers. Anoth­ 
er is better civil defense 
Ten 
civil defense programs w ill be car­ 
ried out during the tests. 
Improved control measures have 
been put in effect, the AEC said. 
to make even more certain than 
lh past tests that surrounding re­ 
gions will not be endangered by 
atomic shock or radioactivity 
No fi-bomb tests are scheduled 
this year. 
The report hailed as the greatest 
single event of the past six months 
enactment of the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1954. The new law directs 
that atomic energy shall be used 
“to promote world peace, promote 
the general welfare, increase the 
standard of living, and strengthen 
free competition in private enter­ 
prise.” 
The AEC said it is acting under 


the law to spur private investment 
in the atom, speed President Eis­ 
enhower’s world 
atoms-for-peace 
program, exchange peace time and 
military atomic information with 
friends and allies, and hasten de 
velopment of competitive atomic 
power. 
Declaring faith “ in the future of 
benign uses of the atom," the 
commission expressed belief that 
its previously announced five-year 
power reactor program will show 
the way to nuclear plants of the 
future “ that will compete with oth­ 
er sources of energy." 
First production of any sizable 
amount of electrical power from 
reactors built under this program 
is expected in 1956. The so-called 
boiling water reactor is scheduled 
to start generating 5.000 kilowatts 
of power by the end of next year. 
The Public Service Co of North­ 
ern Illinois,is dickering to get this 
power for its system, which serves 
Chicago.

Fulton county officials said the 
prices paid at the auction put a 
new high on land values in this 
area. 
Prices ranged from $30 to 
$360 an acre, but all large tracts 
brought at least $100 an acre. 
All buyers were from this west- 


central Illinois area except two 
Chicagoans — Joseph E. Kosinski 
rind Hafrv BleiOeffer—who bought 
the last two tracts offered. 
The first tract auctioned was 120 
acres sold to S. H. Weinberg, T a­ 
ble Grove, for $26,000. The largest 
tract was 679 acres sold to Lee 
Cassidy, Table Grove. 
The smallest parcel was .305 
acre, which went to Gerald Sears, 
Adair, for $10. 
Many bidders were from outside 
this area but they failed to buy 
when prices soared.
